An Illinois community (municipality/town/village, incorporated or 
unincorporated) that has demonstrated an outstanding commitment to ee arts. 


Corporation 
An Illinois business or corporation that has demonstrated significant support t to 
the arts, recognizing the imperative role of public/private partnership. 


Award 


The recipients of the 1985 Governor’s Awards for the Arts will receive a sculpture 
commissioned from the Illinois artist, Richard Hunt.
